These figures cover all races run in this 
country at ten distances — the most in vogue at 
regulation rn«-e courses of the first class. The com- 
pilation selects the fast performances of some six 
hundred races of sixtj'-two of the better class of 
horses now in racing action. Only three records 
have fallen, the mile 10 Uoamer (against timet and 
Sun Kriar and mile and seventy yards to l’if Jr. 
Douglas Park. Aqueduct and Saratoga get the credi* 
for the hulk of tile speed of the year.

Attracting Attention of Kentucky Owners and 
Breeders as Well as Eastern Turfmen. 

Baltimore, Md., October 21. — The response of 
George J. Long, proprietor of the Bashford Manor 
Stud in Kentucky, to the Maryland Jockey Club’s 
request for an entry for the coming inaugural run- 
ning of the Pimlico Breeders’ Remount Purse, was 
deeidi*diy more than they expeeted. Writing to 
William P. Riggs, the Maryland Jockey Club’s 
secretary, on ls-lialf of Mr. Long. W. S. Hopkins, 
the manuger of Bashford Manor, said that Mr. I»ug 
and tlie breeders of Kentucky generally were in 
hearty sympathy witli the efforts of the race 
tracks to aid the remount service of tlie military 
establisiinient in tlieir work for better army horses, 
but that they regretted that they had no stallion 
of tlie proper age for the Remount Purse. But they 
added that they had at Bashford Manor a stallion 
of high quality, a Kentucky Derby winner in fact, 
which they were ready to turn over to the govern- 
ment for tlie work of getting military horses and 
that they were ready to present tlie stalliou to the 
government oil tin* occasion of the first running 
of the Breeders’ lb-mount Purse. 

The stallion Mr. Long will present to the govern- 
ment as a result of the effort of the Maryland 
Jockej’ Club to aid in remount improvement work 
is Sir Huon. And Sir Huon. as regards thorough- 
bred antecedents, quality as a race horse, lione and 
muscle, yields to no thoroughbred stalliou that 
lias been secured by tlie government for tlie work 
of getting cavalry, artillery and transport horses 
in tlie last dozen years. A sou of Falsetto — Ig- 
nite, she a daughter of Woodlands — Luminous, by 
Alarm, Sir Huon carries tlie stoutest blood in tlie 
American Stud Hook. Tlie value of tlie Falsetto 
blood is appreciated the world over. too. Many 
years ago the government of Austria-Hungary sent 
to this country and got Fordlmm. one of Falsetto’s 
sons, for the remount service and paid $ 30 , (SKI f or 
him. Sir Huon was foaled in 1903. is now fifteen 
years old, hut lias easily twelve years of usefulness 
ahead. He is of a singularly long-lived family. 
Falsetto was twenty-eight years old when Sir 
Hnnn was foaled and past thirty when he died and 
lie was vigorous up to his last year. 

SIR HUON KENTUCKY DEKBY WINNER. 

Sir Huon wou tlie Kentucky Derby of 1906 from 
Lady Xavarre and James Reddick and then came 
east to beat high-class opposition in the Common- 
wealth Handicap at Sheepshead Bay. Glorifier, 
Coderstrome, Ram’s Horn and one or two other 
good horses finished behind him. He broke down 
in the running of the Saratoga Cup. in which lie 
was lieateu by Go Between, and he has tieen at 
service at Bashford Manor these seven or eight 
years. He lias proven a sure foal getter and he 
breeds to type. A 16-hanil horse of uniform de- 
velopment. Sir Iluon sires big, powerful horses. He 
will be esjiecially serviceable to the government 
because he is a stallion of unusual vitality. 

Other Kentuckians who are taking the keenest 
interest in the success of this Remount Purse, which 
tlie Maryland Jockey Club has established at the 
particular request of officers of the I'nited States 
Remount Department, are Thomas Clay McDowell. 
Edward R. Bradley. Johnson X. Camden, Charles 
Berryman and Arthur B. Hancock. Some of them 
have no horses of the proper sort to start— stallions 
three years old and over — but are hustling about 
t» get horses of the right sort. Eastern horsemen 
who have signified their intention of helping to 
fill tlie race are A. K. Maoombcr. Edward Beale 
McLean, Samuel Ross, of Washington, Richard F. 
Carman. Commander J. K. L. Ross. S. Dyment. 
Wilfrid Via ii. John Lumsdeu. Major August Rel- 
niont. Samuel I>. Riddle, Joseph E. Widener. George 
D. Widener, William Woodward, W. R. Coe, An- 
drew Miller anil Richard T. Wilson. 

The first actual entry received was A. A. Docter’s 
Prunes, a three-year-old sou of Voorliees — Pres- 
teno. Prunes is a black colt about 15 hands 3 
inches and an admirable type. Mr. Riggs expects 
about fifteen starters in tin* Remount Purse, en- 
tries for which will close on November 2. Tlie purse 
will lie $2,500, the distance one mile. AH nomi- 
nators agree when they enter that the government 
may purchase any or all starters at $1,000 a head 
within forty-eight hours after tlie time of the 
running of the race. 



DISCARDING B LINKERS HELPS CIRRUS 

The recent improvement displayed by H. P. 
Whitney’s Tracery eolt Cirrus is attributed chief ly 
to the discarding of the use of blinkers. 

According to Albert Simons, who is now training 
Cirrus, early in the year the Colt was for sale at 
$5,000, but now will not be priced. “The change 
since we took the blinkers off him,’’ he said, "has 
made him look worth keeping. Jockey Frank 
Robinson, who has gone home to Cleveland to 
•a* examined for army service, kept telling Rowe 
the eolt would not run against the blinkers. Tlie 
next to the last day at Jamaica I decided as an 
experiment to start him without blinkers. Tom 
Healey was going to start Thunderstorm anil 
"anted Robinson to ride. Rowe, who was up from 
the farm said: ‘kef have Robinson. Put 

anybody you can get on our colt.’ 1 got Huynes to 
ride Cirrus and Rowe and I bet on Healey’s horse. 
Cirrus won by himself and Healey’s horse wasn’t 
placed. Since then Cirrus has run twice without 
blinkers and lias woii twice, which goes to show 
that Robinson was right. The change from blinkers 
to a clean head bus made the cult a horse worth 
keeping.” 



Says Major August Belmont in an Opinion Antago- 
nistic to Dr. M. M. Leach's Views. 

New York. October 21. — Xo man in the United 
States is I letter qualified to speak on the thorough- 
bred and the conditions which make for his de- 
velopment than Major August Belmont, who has 
for many years bred and raced horses in England 
and France as well as in this country, his nursery 
stud in Kentucky lieing the birthplace of many 
famous performers. Among tlie most noted of these 
are Tracery and Fair Play, the former, which raced 
exclusively abroad, lieing regarded as (he best horse 
of liis day In England, where he is now much sought 
after in tlie stud by tin* most progressive breeders. 

What he has to say on the question of acclima- 
tization is antagonistic to tlie opinion expressed 
recently by Dr. M. M. Leach, who, while he favored 
tlie importation of sires and broodmares, maintained 
that it was a mistake to bring in foreign -bred 
horses older than foals and expect them to achieve 
a full measure of sms-ess on the turf. 

“I consider it harmful,” said Major Belmont in 
referring to I)r. Leach's contention, “and not sus- 
t .'lined by tlie past. I admit there are eases where 
acclimatization lias taken a long time, particularly 
since the war, among horses that came from France, 
where they have been underfed and have suffered 
tlie rigors of unusual and abnormal conditions of 
flimate. The weather in northwestern France since 
tlie beginning of tlie war lias been exceptional, par- 
ticularly during tlie first two years of tlie war, an 
excessive amount of rain having fallen; but in 
normal times Dr. Leach’s position cannot be sus- 
tained. Mares im|mrted with foal have delivered 
good and even first class horses. Acclimatization 
is necessary for them as well as for 1 torses in- 
tended for racing, and according to Dr. Leach the 
clninife* si ion lil li-ive 1 he f„ a L 

“Ballot was a conspicuous case of immediate suc- 
cess, and when Mr. Isiriilard in his day was ship- 
ping broodmares and race horses in training back- 
ward and forward, his experiences all contradict 
Dr. Leach’s |s)sition. Hourless is an instance, ()mnr 
Khayyam is another, and there are still others that 
have recently been successful. 

“Instead of discouraging tlie importation of horses 
it should Ik* encouraged,” said the major in con- 
cluding. “One of the reasons is that we have not 
sufficient distance racing to improve our own breed 
as we should. Many mile and a quarter races 
scheduled in these days have had to be given up 
because of lack of entries. Tlie English and French 
rules make for a better horse, anil I believe they 
breed them. In this country the racing authorities 
do not get the support of trainers or owners in tlieir 
efforts to increase distances, particularly trainers, 
wiio are notoriously commercial in tlieir views about 
the turf.”

— Horsemen who are 
patiently awaiting the opening of racing at La- 
tonia were busy on Saturday, but on Sunday there 
was a general suspension of training activities. 

The best hit of work shown Saturday was by 
Kay Spence’s useful plater High Gear, which has 
not raced in a considerable time. He went three- 
quarters in 1:13%, heating off Rafferty and Sam 
MeMeekin. which worked in company with him. 
Hodge, another of tlie Spence horses that is being 
brought to the races after a long absence, did some 
useful galloping and is showing no signs of the leg 
trouble that influenced his owner lo defer his train- 
ing until so late in tlie season this year. 

Glcipncr is another absentee from racing for a 
long time that was observed on the track getting 
ready for a fall and winter campaign.

Star Realm Captures Stake Feat- 
ure with Aid of Jockey Robin- 
son’s Good Riding. 



New York. Octolier 21. — A substantial and well 
arranged program was provided for the opening of 
the final week of racing over tlie metropolitan cir- 
cuit. Tlie bright, bracing autumnal weather served 
to attract another big attendance, which showed its 
appreciation of tlie excellent racing hy frequent 
outbursts of enthusiasm. 

David Gideon’s Star Realm, recently acquired 
from the W. R. Coe stable, won the feature race of 
the day, the Rainbow Selling Stakes, from Osgood 
by a close margin. The winner raced Thistledon 
into submission and, ably ridden by F. Robinson, 
gamely withstood Osgood’s determined bid in the 
final eighth. It is probable that with riders re- 
versed Osgood might have been adjudged the win- 
iiei*, Erickson's riding of Osgood lieing rather 
weak. Blairgowrie got np in time to take third 
place from Thistledon. which weakened badly after 
his early effort. 

After Saturday’s sensational racing, race-goers 
were hardly prepared to see even more sensational 
sjmrt today. Such was tin* ease, however, the 
finishes in tlie first, four races being so close anil 
hard fought the winners were in doubt until the 
winning numbers were displayed. 

Chester A. Applegate, a newcomer to racing, pro- 
vided tlie winner of the first rai-e in Roi Craig, 
which his trainer. L. J. Reinheinier. purchased at 
the recent Widener disiiersal sale. The victory was 
a popular one, for Roi Craig was substantially 
supiKirted, and his gaineness in resisting tlie power- 
ful challenge of Tiger Rose was loudly applauded. 
Tlie finish was so close that the spectators could 
not tell which had won until tlie official placing 
was announced. 

The second race was a thriller from start to finish, 
Housemaid and Torehliearer engaging in n terrific 
duel from tin* Imrrier’s rise until the winning line was 
crossed. They fought every inch of the way. with 
Torchbearer leading to tlie hist few strides, when the 
old mare Housemaid, in a final burst of speed, 
got her nose in front and was awarded the decision 
by a small margin. The crowd was on Its feet 
cheering wildly us the two horses muile their final 
effort. 

ENS0R BIG HELP TO DORCAS. 

Again in the third race tlie spectators were 
treated to another close finish, in which Dorcas out- 
gamed Snlvestra. only a nose separating the two 
at the end. Jockey L. Ensor distinguished himself 
in this race, his euergetie riding being in a great 
measure responsible for Dorcas’ victory. When 
Salvestra challenged iu the stretch after being 
reserved during tlie early running, it appeared bad 
for Dorcas, but Ensor never let up anil to every 
lasli of the whip Dorcas rescinded and managed 
to last long enough to gain the verdict of the 
judges. 

Tlie daily long distance race fell to the improved 
Star Glass in easy fashion. After indulging Game 
Cock at early pacemaking sin* moved rapidly around 
the final turn, coming on the inside of the tiring 
Game Cock and holding him safe hy a good margin 
at tlie end. 

A long shot in Chester Two accounted for the 
closing race. Sminyland. tlie favorite, finishing 
unplaced after running prominently in the early 
racing. 

Donald Day. funner sporting writer, appeared 
today wearing service striiies on his naval uniform, 
lie lias recently been discharged from a hospital, 
when* he was carried as the result of a fall fn>m 
an airplane. 

Frank Merchant, formerly a jockey and who was 
recently employed by Walter Congdou, is dead, a 
victim of pneumonia. 

Impetus, the property of J. E. Madden, bled to 
death while at exercise this morning. 

W. I*. Gilpin, former gentleman rider and iden- 
tified with racing for a generation, was a visitor. 
Mr. Gilpin lias been engaged in war work since 
1914, having acted as horse purchasing agent for 
the allied governments. He recently arrived from 
Italy upon •official business. 

B. Travers, trainer for C. W. Starr, has pro- 
tested J. W. Coburn’s recent claim of War Zone 
for tlie reason that sufficient money to cover tlie 
claim was not deposited until twenty-four hours 
after the race. 

Advices from Jacksonville, Fla., announce the 
sudden dentil of J. O. Holder from heart failure. 
Mr. Holder, whose son William died from accidental 
causes a fortnight ago, was well known throughout 
tlie country as owner and trainer for the last four 
years, had been ring manager at Havana.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

Mi>s Emily Charlotte Talbot, who died September 
17, aged 78, was known as the richest woman in 
England, her fortune being estimated at nearly 
$40,000,000. Her only brother. Theodore Talbot, was 
killed in a hunting accident in 1876. 

An additional $120,000,000 Ur ship construction, 
making a total for that purpose of $3,004,000,000 
was asked of Congress today by the shipping board. 
Tlie Senate appropriations committee was asked to 
include tlie increase in the military deficiency Hill 
now under consideration. . 

Tiie act of 1905 granting tlie City of Chicago tlie 
right to establish gas rates by ordinance was held 
unconstitutional by the Illinois Supreme Court 
yesterday. The court reversed the judgment of the 
Municipal Court of Chicago. 



New York. October 21.— The final week of the 
metropolitan racing season is now under way, and 
with the conclusion of the meeting at Empire City 
nest Saturday there will be no more racing in the 
Empire State until next year. A stake feature 
lias been provided for each day of tlie final week 
with the exception of Friday. Today the Rainbow 
Selling Stakes was the stake attraction, while to- 
morrow tlie New Rochelle Handicap will be the 
chief offering. On Wednesday the Bedford Selling 
Stakes will be run, Thursday tlie Ardsley Handicap 
is scheduled for decision and on Saturday the 
meeting will come to a close with the running of 
the Yorktown Handicap. 

The New Rochelle Handicap to be run tomorrow 
is a dash of one mile for tliree-year-olds and 
has $1,500 added. Thirty -one fleet racers were 
named for this feature and a crack field composed 
of War (’loud. Motor Cop, Kashmir, Matinee Idol, 
I-ady Gertrude and Reeouut will contest its running. 

For the Bedford Selling Stakes of $1,000 added, 
for three-year-olds and over, to be decided Wednes- 
day, such fast sprinters as Jock Scot, Flags, Everest, 
Turf, Bantry, Stareraft. Empress, Top Coat, Typist, 
Whimsy, Minto II., Frederick the Great, Night- 
stick, Toniibearer, Impetus, The Masquerader, Phil- 
ippic, Housemaid, Salvestra, Golden King, Snap- 
dragon II., Bolster, Compadre. Star Spangled. Mid- 
night Sun. Panaman. Billy Nestlehouse, Top o’ tli* 
Morning. Noynim, Seafarer, Out the Way, Annclien 
and O’Donovan are eligible to start. 

Two-year-olds are catered to on Thursday in the 
Ardsle.v Handicap, which has $1,500 added and is 
over the short three-quarters of a mile course. This 
stake closed with forty-nine nominations and the 
eligililes include Questionnaire. King Plaudit, Pur- 
chase.

CANADA TAKES SOLDIER CENSUS 

The "back to- tlie land" movement for disabled 
soldiers in Canada is being handled by tlie De- 
partment of Soldiers’ Civil Reestablishment through 
a census of the soldiers, witli a view to ascertain- 
ing their occupations and future ambitions. About 
200.000 cards have already been obtained and are 
being analyzed in order that the government may 
know tlie magnitude of tlie problem. 

Among tlie questions asked of tlie soldiers were 
the following: 

How many men wish to go on the land’' In what 
provinces they wish to settle 1 Hoy many can go 
back to positions which are being held open for 
them? How many have trades or professions? How 
many wisli to return to provinces other than those 
from which they enlisted? How many are young and 
single? How many have family ties? How many 
under each trade heading want to go to each 
province ? 

Tlie farm problem is one that lias been carefully 
considered in Canada, lint one difficulty has arisen, 
in the desire of tlie men to obtain land in fairly 
well developed communities instead of being shipped 
into remote places. Most of the land most readily 
available is owned by railway companies, and one 
faction in Canadian politics believes that this 
should be released for the returned soldiers. 



British turfmen are calling attention to the justi- 
fication for war time racing which they find in tlie 
fact that tlie limited meetings at Newmarket in the 
last four years have brought into prominence three 
colts good enough to perform tlie unusual feat of 
winning all three of the races which are regarded 
as the chief classics of the British turf, nnmely tlie 
Two Thousand Guineas, tlie New Derby and the Sep- 
tember Stakes, the lust two races being war time 
substitutes for the Epsom Derby and tlie Doncaster 
St. Leger. In more than a century of racing before 
the war only ten horses liad- succeeded in winning 
the “triple crown," as the English say, and among 
them wore such giants of the turf and stud as 
West Australian, Glndiateiir, Ormonde, Isinglass, 
Galtee More, Flying Fox, Diamond Jubilee and 
Rook Sand. It was in 1003 that Rock Sand won, 
and there was ail interval of eleven years before 
Pommern matched his performance. In 1917 Gay 
Crusader repeated liis feat, and tills year Gains- 
borough has accomplished it again. There is no 
parallel in English turf history for three horses 
winning the three classic races within four years. 

Had there been no racing during the war period 
none of these great horses could have been distin- 
guished from a thousand others equally well bred and 
equally perfect in conformation. Only oil the race 
course could- their inner worth and intrinsic merit 
be established. Without the opportunity for success- 
ful public competition the enormous mnrket value 
of a horse like Gay Crusader could never accrue. 
Breeders would have been in tlie dark as to which 
families and wliat particular sires olid dams were 
producing speed and stamina. In short, the sus- 
pension of raeing. if continued long enough, would 
virtually extinguish these qualities, which have 
been evolved by the scientific process of selection and 
development, as practiced by breeders in England 
for two hundred years or more. 

English racing men are not agreed as to which 
was tlie greatest three-year-old among the war time 
winners of the “triple crown.” Pommern won liis 
three classics quite easily. Gay Crusader was un- 
beaten after liis first start last year, while Gains- 
borough lias not lost a race since April, when he 
was uot yet ready to show liis true form. Bayardo. 
tlie sire of both Gay Crusader and Gainsborough, 
is the only horse excepting Isonomy that ever 
got two winners of the “triple crown.” He was 
thought to be the best tliree-year-old of 1909, win- 
ning the St. Leger and meeting with a mishap 
in tlie Derby which probably was the cause of his 
losing tlie race. Tlie champion of 1918 is u small 
horse, as modern thoroughbreds go, standing barely 
15.3 hands, or about tlie same as Roamer. — New 
York Ilerald.

THIRTY LEADING AMERICAN JOCKEYS 

For the first time this year, the veteran jockey J. 

I.oftus lias foreed liis way into tlie list of thirty 
leading jockeys of 1918. In judgment of pace and 
all-around riding skill he has no superior in this 
country, but liis inability to make low weights 
necessarily restricts him to few mounts in compari- 
son witli such of our best riders as can ride at 103 
pounds or less, else lie would be higher up in the 
list than lie is. With only one track in operation 
last week, the jockeys who happened to be riding 
at Empire City had a cliaace to improve tlieir rec- 
ords, while their brethren at. Laurel and Latonia 
were in idleness. Of those who had tlie opportunity 
to ride, L. Enson, did* best with nine winning mounts. 
A little more luck of that brand would out him in 
sight of liis first century. The leaders remained 
as they were and the records of the fortunate thirty 
are:

HOW W0NDERMAN MET HIS DEATH 

Tlie death of the ' two-year-old Wonderman at 
Empire City last week was the result of a peculiar 
accident. With a number of other horses W onder- 
nian was hitched near a road back of the stables, 
getting the air. A big motor truck drove along 
the road and seared the horses. 

Wonderman broke liis halter and bolted. For half 
an hoqr lie led tlie staid t,- hands a merry chase 
around tile field. IJg was, a two-year-old, fit, ami 
full of the joy of living. 

Finally two stable hands had him cornered. He 
turned quickly and started to run under an apple 
tree. The branches were low and a stout limb 
caught him under the neck, breaking it and killing 
him instantly. 



A peculiar but easily understood fascination lins 
alwnys attached itself to the difficult task of trying 
to find the winners of the two great back-end 
hnndicups at Newmarket. The outlay, win or lose, 
need only be small, and the reward, if it comes 
one’s way. out of all proportions to the original 
stake involved. To win a fortune by tlie risk of a 
pound or two is an agreeable achievement likely to 
forcibly appeal to most of ns, and though future- 
event speculation is nothing like what it once was, 
there are many small punters who still lay them- 
selves out each season to “find the Double.” It 
lias been done in the past by tlie lucky few. and 
many have been within ail ace of bringing it off. 
Hope, as we all know, springs eternal in the hu- 
man breast, and a lot of us. undeterred and un- 
dismayed by many failures, still try to find the 
winners of the Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire in 
our bet. This article will relate some remarkable 
and authentic instances of this popular form of 
speculation. 

Both races were established in 1839. but it was 
not until about ten years lmd passed that they be- 
came the medium of heavy wagering before the 
day. In 1849 the entries for tlie long distance event 
numbered sixty-six, and those for tlie shorter race 
162. To pick the two winners from this formidable 
array of entries was a labor worthy of Hercules, 
nnd yet it was accomplished by one adventurous 
and enterprising backer at least. This was an 
Irish gentleman named Morris. He liad for years 
been keenly interested in turf affairs, but was not 
over well-endowed with this world’s goods, and an 
occasional victory in a minor race at The Curragli 
was for a long time tlie summit of his sporting 
ambition. Before tlie appearance of the entries 
for the two great autumn events at Newmarket he 
had been given, from a reliable source, a tip for 
Raby for the Cambridgeshire. This colt, belong- 
ing to Mr. Meiklam, was by The Doctor — Modesty, 
and in 1849 was three years old. Satisfied as to 
the strengtli of liis information as to Rally’s merits, 
Mr. Morris decided to couple with that animal an- 
other three-year-old. Legerdemain, tlie jiropcrty of 
Lord Stanley, for the Cesarewitch. 

$50,000 TO $25 OK DOUBLE EVENT, 

He was offered $50,000 to $25 on the double 
event and accepted tlie bet during the Doncaster 
races. Raby was given eighty pounds by the handi- 
capper and Legerdemain, a daughter of Pantaloou — - 
Decoy, seventy-seven pounds. The last named 
started at 10 to 1 for the Cesarewitch, and ridden 
by one Hiett won by a length from Ruby, with 
the Oaks winner. Lady Evelyn, third. Raby’s bold 
show gave him an undeniable chance for the Hough- 
ton event, and Mr. Morris boldly refused all sorts of 
tempting offers to "hedge” liis wager. Mr. Meik- 
lam’s colt, starting at 6 to 1, won tlie Cambridge- 
shire from Captain Archdale’s Rhesus and Mr. 
Fowler’s Ribaldry, and Mr. Morris was the lucky 
winner of $50,000. He invested the money advan- 
tageously, doubled it in two or three years, and in 
1854 won the St. Leger with a colt of his own 
breeding, Knight of St. George. 

A well-known publicai^ in 1838 was less for- 
tunate. The brother-in-law of a .popular trainer, 
this Boniface was frequently put “in the know” 
of a good tiling, and somehow or other, he dis- 
covered that Rocket (three years, 84 iiounds) was 
much expected to win the Cesarewitch. An old and 
experienced tout to whom he had rendered some 
service told him that he had seen a trial of Sir 
Joseph Hawley’s horses, in which gallop a “dark” 
eolt. Beacon by name, had revealed considerable 
merit. Beacon was in the Cambridgeshire with 
63 pounds only, and was to be prepared for the 
race. Our sporting publican took $23,000 to $25 
Rocket and Beacon, and felt on good terms with 
himself when Custance, then a lightweight, got 
Mr. I simile rt’s horse home first by the narrow 
margin of a head. It was a ease of “drinks all 
round” on the night of the Cesarewitch, and the 
worthy host had another “fiver” on Beacon at 33 
to 1 tiie following morning. Beacon started at 10 
to 1. and it was only by a length that the son of 
Flateateher failed to beat another outsider. Mr. — 
afterwards Sir Richard — Sutton’s filly. Eurydice. It 
was excellent picking, hut it did not quite come- 
off, and the portly publican was a highly dis- 
appointed man. 

LUCKY HUNCH ON LECTURER. 

The notorious F. Swindell, was partial to this 
kind of turf speculation, and used to relate a good 
story in reference thereto. He had a fairly useful 
filly named Prosperine engaged in the Cesarewitch 
of 1866, and the daughter of Marsyas promised to 
start a good favorite, as, indeed, she ultimately 
did. A few days before the race he got Sam Hib- 
berd, the jockey, to ride her a two-mile gallop, and, 
when the latter pulled up. Swindell asked Sam 
how the filly had carried him. “Oh, pretty fair,” 
was tlie latter’s reply. “But she ain’t gong to win 
no Cesarewitch.” “What makes you say that?” 
inquired the owner, a little disconcerted. “Cos the 
race is a good thing. Mister, for tlie one l’iu 
a-goin’ to ride,” the jockey explained, “but there, 

I ain’t a-goin’ to lecture you about it.” 

The significant emphasis Hibbertl put on t la- 
word “lecture” reminded Fred Swindell that a 
colt called Lecturer was In the race witli 87 iwmnds. 
He backed the latter at once to win him $5,000. 
and took a be,t of $7,300 to $50 about Lecturer 
for the Cesarewitch and Actoeu for the sister race. 
He stood to win about $30,000 over liis own filly, 
Prosperine, but, when tlie Cesarewitch was run, the 
latter could only finish third, and Lecturer won liy 
a half length from Baron Rothschild's Lotario. 
A fortnight later the Cambridgeshire was run, and 
Swindell was again in luck. Actoea, the property 
of S. Tliellusson, won from Lord Westmoreland’s 
Thalia and Mr. Palmer’s gelding, Caithness. 

The conductor of a ’bus plying between Camden 
Town and Charing Cross brought off the double in 
1877, when Hilarious won the Cesarewitch and 
Jongleur the Cambridgeshire. He received the tip 
for these in the most mysterious way. Proceeding 
to liis yard early one morning lie picked up a 
copy of "Bell’s Life.” dated the previous day. and 
penciled on the margin of tlie front puge were these 
two names. The entries for the two races had 
then appeared; indeed, the weights were almost 
due. He got a friend of his to put him ou $10 — 
his entire savings— at 300 to 1, and. miracle of 
miraelesl both horses won. That ’bus conductor, 
wise in his generation, never made another bet. 
He went in for building in a small way, selecting 
Tooting as a likely district, and when he died a 
few years ago he was the owner of much house 
property there and at Balham. and was a wealthy 
man. — London Sporting Life.

While in Berlin fourteen or fifteen years ago 
Thomas Edison received an invitation to visit 
Kaiser William iti his palace, and 011 the 
appointed day a state carriage, gorgeous iu 
golden ornaments, drawn by six horses and with 
outriders, called fur him. This display abashed the 
modest -minded inventor, and lie said lie would 
reach tlie imperial palace in his own way. He 
walked. When lie reached the designated place 
the flunkies iu charge declined to take liis ea rd 
to the royal presence, his hiuntdc appearance making 
it seem imistssilde to them that lie was to have 
audience with their august master. Edison, nowise 
disappointed, returned to his hotel, where, shortly, 
he was waited upon by a court officer conveying 
William’s regrets for the mistake and a request 
that lie would visit the palace next day aud bring 
with him one of liis phonographs. 

Edison did so. Tin- eini*eror took him to liis 
private cabinet — no one else beiug present — care- 
fully closed all the doors and then liesouglit him 
to take the marvelous invention apart and explain to 
hint all its workings. This was done, ami the in- 
veutor was invited to attend a <smrt reception next 
day and bring the phonograph with him. Upon this 
occasion the great American inventor found the 
emperor surrounded with a brilliant throng of 
nobles, each one decoratisl with the insignia of his 
rank — Edison calls them “dog collars.” When he 
produced liis mysterious invention the emperor took 
it in hand, eyed it critically. . as though he had 
never seeu it before; then took it apart and ex- 
plained to the amazed eourties exactly how it per- 
formed its wonders. He never said a word about 
his instruction of the day liefore. — Detroit News.

A YEAR OF FIGHTING 

It was only a year ago today that the first of 
the Americans catered tie- t:- u-. i.es. A week later 
their people at home heard of their going over the 



top, side by side with Frenchmen, not far from 
Luneville. These were General Sibert’s men, the 
first division of regulars. 

In tlie year that has passed we have heard often 
of our troops in tlie field, and so lias Germany. 
At Cantigny, Seioheprey, Chateau Thierry, Fismes, 
St. Milliel — wherever Foch asked Pershing to break 
a German line our men were not only ready, but 
able to equal the work of the bost soldiers of Eu- 
r«|K*. Those who doubt inay^ednsult the ghosts of 
the Prussian Guards. 

We hail a few more than 100.000 men in France 
a year ago; we have 2.000.000 now. In this Y’ear 
of Reality we have made it evident to Germany 
that America not only could but would stake every- 
thing on the winning of the war. A year ago to- 
day America was to Germany a trifle and Germany 
was sending lier soldiers to the Italian front to 
wrench from Cadorna the fruits of his patient work. 
Since then Italy has lost and wou, ami Germany 
lias wou — and lost. 

Tlie casualties of the American army since Si- 
iH-rt’s men began tlie real business of war have 
lieon perhaps 00.000; a small linmlier when com- 
pared with the average losses of our allies in a 
year. If it be the German decision that tlie war 
shall go 011 , then it lias been Just tlie beginning for 
America of her fighting. But America’s army is 
trained, fresh, eager and increasing in number at 
the rate of 10.000 a day, so for Germany it is the 
beginning of the end. — New Y'ork Sun. 

general news notes of the day 

Consultations in progress between party leaders 
in Germany may have the most far-reaching con- 
sequences. according to advices received at Wash- 
ington from official sources In Europe. These con- 
fidential reports say the German middle classes are 
taking control, determined to have peace, even if it 
involves complete acceptance of the allies’ terms, 
including the downfall of the kaiser, tlie crown 
prince and finally I.udendorff and tlie entire mili- 
tary control. It is not possible to give details, 
hut officials here are prepared to credit the reports, 
as they are supported by knowledge from other 
sources that German business interests and landed 
Proprietors who heretofore have been inclined to- 
ward nan -Germanism now fear an uprising of so- 
cialists and tlie threat of a German bolshevik 

regime. 1 

Latest news from Amsterdam says' Antwerp is 
being evacuated by the Germans, according to re- 
ports f rom the frontier. Warehouses are being 
stri p|>ed and tlie Germans are shipping thirty-five 
submarines overland to Kiel. More than 15.000 
German soldiers have been interned in- Holland in 
the last three days. The Germans were cut off by 
Belgian troops pushing northward from Eeeloo anil 
f led into Holland to avoid being taken captive. 
Allied forces have advanced from the Dutch fron- 
tier to a point west of Tournai, and have estab- 
lished a bridgehead at Peteghem, seven miles from 
Ghent. 

Firemen of Cleveland threaten to quit if their de- 
mands are not granted, according to the following 
dispatch from there yesterday: Unless Mayor Davis 

agrees to submit the dispute of the city firemen 
»" tin* National War Board or issues a proclamation 
fids morning giving “full force and effect to the 
e ight-bour law,” *>00 firemen will quit work at 
m*on, according to President Urbanowiez of the 
Firemen’s Union. 

More than 1.000 persons with military trucks 
swung out of Dnluth. Mini., early Sunday and 
constructed eighty settlers’ homes in tlie area do- 
st ro.veil by recent forest fires before returning at 
night. Two hundred and sixty trucks, loaded with 
food, furniture and other supplies, followed close 
on their heels and stocked the refugees’ new homes. 

The Badische poison gas plant at Mannheim in the 
Rhine Valley is a favorite object for ’^strafing” 
**)' tlie British airmen. Three consecutive raids 
"bun it by night have extensively damaged it. The 
raiders’ bombs partly destroyed tlie sulphuric acid 
and nitric vitriol factory an.! the aniline department. 
Other buildings of the plant were wrecked.

In spite of tlie fact that the United States 
government has found railroading a most perplexing 
and expensive experiment (our first years of gov- 
ernment control being anything but a profitable 
one), tlie railroad administration is beginning to 
get a firm grip on the situation and truly do things 
in a big way. And the scheme upon which they are 
now working promises wonders along the line of 
conservation and economy, as it will save the rail- 
roads a matter of some $ 2 .,. 000. 000 a year on scrap 
material alone. Due to war demands, the rail- 
roads as well as all industrial concerns will be re- 
quired to get along with considerably less raw 
materials than they actually need. A 25 per cent 
shortage of steel is estimated for 191#, a 40 per 
eent shortage of sine, and about a 50 per cent short- 
age of tin. All other materials, such as leather, 
cloth, oils, wood — in fact, practically everything 
that the railroads use — will show decided shortages. 

Realizing the necessity of supplying the roads 
with materials and equipment, the administration 
viewed this situation with grave fears, and set 
about to find a remedy. This was discovered in 
the railroad scrap xiile — for if new materials could 
not be had, old ones would have to serve. Saving 
J 25 . 000.000 a year on scrap alone is a large order, 
but figures prove that if the best utilization and 
reclaim methods of two or three different progres- 
sive roads be incorporated into the operating prac- 
tices of every railroad in America, this amount will 
be saved, besides putting back into service scrap 
that will replace at least five times that amount 
in raw materials. 

While credit aud recognition is due to the half 
dozen other roads that have gone far along the 
road of scrap reclamation, nowhere in the world 
can a duplication of Corwith, the Suuta Fe’s 
Chicago scrap town, be found. During 1917 
the Corwith yards received nearly 75,000 tons 
of scrap from which they reclaimed over $1,500,000 
worth of first-class materials and tools, besides 
selling more than $3,500,000 worth of scrap, most 
of it classified as assorted so as to bring about 50 
per eent more than if it had been sold “en masse” 
or as unassorted junk. 

When received at Corwith tlie scrap is weighed 
in. and the divisions stores forwarding it are given 
credit. Then it is unloaded by locomotive cranes, 
equipiied with powerful magnets and dumxied into a 
receiving pile preparatory to sorting. As it is 
sorted, an insriector carefully goes over it, searching 
out material that is serviceable. If any is found, 
the division store from which it comes is notified 
and warned to see that all usable material is 
separated before tlie scrap is allowed to proceed to 
Corwith. The usable material found is put back 
into stock and reissued. The scrap is sorted into 
over 200 piles by experienced sorters. There are 
in Scrapville, for instance, rows upon rows of neat 
piles of scrap waiting their turn to enter one of the 
reclaiming xilunts; the toolhouse, the blacksmitli- 
shop, the forge, the hosehouse or the rolling mill. — 
W. L. Muck in I’opulur Mechanics. 

WHY WOOL IS SCARCE 

Tlie army and navy mono|M>lize the wool market. 
Orders for our soldiers and sailors not only require 
every high-grade iKiunil produced in the United 
States, but compel the utilization of our precious 
ships to bring in more. Civilian requirements de- 
pend and must dejiend for a considerable time to 
come upon tlie shoddy and rejected stocks that fall 
below the army and navy requirements. Until our 
ship production has so expanded as to supply ad- 
ditional tonnage for the supply of wants not di- 
rectly connected with war effectiveness, there will 
be no more wool for civilian use. Our government 
equips its fighting men better than any other na- 
tion. Twenty average sheep are required to equip 
one fighting man each year. During recent years 
We have shorn alsiiit 35,000,000 sheep annually, 
anil the pulled wool taken from sheep anil lambs 
slaughtered for meat brings the total clip up to 
tlie equivalent of about 40.000,000 fh*eces. If all 
of this were suitable for military use, which unfor- 
tunately is not true, it would be enough for only 
half of the 4,000,000 men we will have under arms. 
This country always has been a heavy user of for- 
eign wool. Since the war we have bail to stir our- 
selves in seeking new sources of supply. The 
United Kingdom anil Australia, which formerly sup- 
plied two-fifths of our imports, are using practi- 
cally all of tlieir stocks for their own soldiers, and 
instead of 80.000.000 pounds they sent us in 1914. 
they could let us have only 4.000.<H(0 pounds last 
year. Fortunately, we were able to secure vast 
quantities in South America. Argentina sold ns 

210.000. 000 liounds in 1917, as compared with only 

37 . 000 . 000 three years ago; Uruguay quadrupled her 
shipments and Chile sent 15.000.000, as against 
none a short time before. The Department of Agri- 
culture is working hard to increase American pro- 
duction. “Every extra fleece of American grown 
wool,” says Secretary Houston, “is a direct con- 
tribution to increasing the shipping tonnage for 
carrying supplies to Europe. '’—Leslie’s Weekly. 

RUNNING A GOOD THING INTO GROUND 

The summer’s experience with “daylight saving” 
proved it to be a good thing. Turning tlie docks 
ahead an hour got a multitude of people out of bed 
and into tlie bright warm sunshine and gave them 
an enjoyable hour in the afternoon. 

It is provided iu the law that the clocks shall 
be turned back an hour on October 27 . B U t along 
comes Senator Calder with a bill to nail fast the 
hands of the clock as they are — to leave them where 
they were set last spring to “save daylight.” It 
is pertinently asked, “How are you going to save 
daylight when there isn’t any daylight ?” 

However, this “early rising bill” of Mr. Calder’s 
lias passed the Senate and is now before the House. 
It is notable how many good things are “run into the 
ground”— as Mr. Caliler would run the original day- 
light saving measure by pushing it to extremes. 
Attention is called to the fact that by leaving the 
summer dock time unchanged through the winter 
tlie iieople would be getting up at the hour when 
tlie thermometer aud man’s vitality are at the 
lowest. 

The effect of darkness and dampness on health 
is significantly emphasized by eminent physicians, 
and Dr. Guilfoy, register of records of the Depart- 
ment of Health, yesterday allied himself with these 
and called attention to the fact that owing to the 
war tlie working force of tlie community has been 
largely replaced with tlie youug ami with females 
whose health will suffer. Attorney General Lewis 
shows how in the absence of the legislature to 
make ehanges state arrangements would he deranged 
by extension <>f the summer schedule through tlie 
winter months. 

Iu short, tlie Caliler bill to change tlie existing 
law would run a good thing into the ground. It 
should be killed.— New York Herald. 



MEXICAN LABOR CONDITIONS IMPROVE 

Mexican labor conditions, which were extremely 
bad at the beginning of the Carranza administra- 
tion, have been much improved through the ad- 
vanced measures taken by the president and his 
government, according to Ygnacio Bonillas, am- 
bassador from Mexico. Although the labor shortage 
was acute almost everywhere, wages were also low 
and working conditions almost intolerable. 

Tlie situation was remedied by the enactment of 
a code of lalsir laws which at first seemed drastic, 
but which an- now proving highly satisfactory. At 
present, workmen take so much interest in govern- 
ment affairs that much of tlie legislation promised 
is suggested by the great labor organizations of 
Sonora, ( oahuila, Vera Cruz, 1’ueblo, Y’ucatau and 
the other states. 

The present laws provide for an eight-hour day, 
and for seven hours’ work at night. I 11 unhealthfiil 
occupations six hours constitute a day’s work, as it 
does for children between the ages of 12 and 16 
years. No child under the age of 12 may be em- 
ployed. There must be one full day of rest each 
week for every worker. 

Equal wages must be paid to workers of Itoth 
sexes, and all wages must be paid in legal money. 
Overtime is paid for at double rates, but must not 
exceed three hours iu any day. Women may not 
work overtime at all, and the same provision ap- 
plies to children under 16. 

Employees in mining or agriculture must be 
suitably housed, and it is the employer’s duty to 
see that this is accomplished. He must rent houses 
at a cost not exceeding 6 per cent annualy of their 
assessed value. Tlie employer must also provide 
schools, hospitals anil markets if they are necessary; 
but he is prohibited from establishing barrooms 
or gambling rooms. Employers are liable for all 
industrial accidents. 

Conciliation and arbitration boards are provided 
in cases of labor disputes, and compulsory arbitra- 
tion is enforced by fining the employer who refuses 
to arbitrate three months’ xwy for his employees, 
and by dex>riving workers of all their contract rights 
in ease they refuse. 

Strikes, without violence, are permissible, unless 
they take place in time of war on government 
work. Lockouts are permissible only when over- 
production makes them necessary. 

END OF CHEAP PRODUCTS 

The problem of war- foods production, so broken 
into its parts, is fairly simple. Take butter. What 
steps are necessary to assure a supply large enough 
for our own and allied needs? 

The answer Is: A steady market and a fair 

price. Even at the high prices paid by the con- 
sumer for milk and butter the cost of iiroduetion has 
so risen within recent years that some rated 
highly profitable have gone to the dairyman’s scrap 
heap — become tinned beef, in other words. Only 
the better- managed herds are paying a profit 011 
the investment in the business. Thousands of dairy 
farms and hundreds of thousands of dairy cows are 
paying no profit at all. The end of that read is 
bankruptcy. The sole solution for the individual 
dairyman is to scrap his small-capacity milk-mak- 
ing machinery. But every cow turned over to the 
butcher cuts tlie total dairy output, and right now 
the demand is for more milk and butter, rather 
than less. 

The problem is one for tlie consumer as well as 
tlie producer. If tlie consumer wants milk, cheese 
and butter in his daily ration he must be willing 
to pay the present high cost of manufacture, nnd 
must continue to do so until the dairy -iiroduets fac- 
tory of tlie nation can re-equip itself with more 
efficient cows. Telling tlie milkman to leave half 
the usual amount is no solution. That is the sure 
read to a dairy -products famine. The lull solution 
of the milk, cheese and butter problem is one that 
will take years to work out. With the |uissing of 
our cheap lauds and labor we have bade good-by to 
cheap dairy products — just as we have left, proba- 
bly for all time, the era of cheap beef and bread. — 
Review of Reviews.

PREPARE HOME FOR FRENCH CHILDREN 

While French war widows are finding work 
which will enable them to support themselves and 
tlieir little ones, the children will lie eared for by 
the American Committee for Devastated France at 
a great center now being established at the Chateau 
of Boullay- Thierry. Information regarding tlie 

plans of the committee, which Is doing much to 
make the labor supply of France more effective, 
has reached the Department of Labor. 

The French children at present are placed in an 
unfortunate position, for tlieir fathers are in the 
army and their mothers can not at first earn enough 
in new trades to siipiwrt themselves and tlieir 
children. The committee therefore has decided to 
constitute itself the temporary provider for the 
little ones, and to care for them until the fathers 
are demobilized or the mothers acquire sufficient 
skill to provide for a family. 

The x»reseut headquarters of the colony is at 
Beaumont-le-Roger, but the new location will pro- 
vide much better quarters. The Chateau of Boullay - 
Thierry belonged to the young Comte de Quinsan- 
lias, an aviator, who was killed alsnit a year ago. 
eight days before the time set for his marriage. 
He left the chateau to the ministry of war, and 
the American committee has been given full rights 
to it and to the ten acres of park surrounding it. 

Hundreds of applications are coming in from 
mothers who wish to place children there.
